Brown lies in a coma while both sides of her family fight over 
her future — and her fortune by sarah cross bart 


I n an outdoor amphitheater in 
suburban Atlanta, more than 300 
well-wishers gathered to pray for 
Bobbi Kristina Brown at a vigil 
February 9- Amid the candlelight, 
Tina and Shayne Brown — the 
21-year-old’s aunt and cousin, respec- 
tively — found a spotlight. During a 
TV interview, the pair provided an 
update on their beloved “Krissi,” who 
has remained unconscious since she 
was found unresponsive in her bath- 
tub January 31. “She’s progressing. 
She’s getting better,” Shayne, Bobby 
Brown’s nephew, told Entertainment 
Tonight. Sitting next to his mom. 



and bearing stitches from where she 
threw a glass at his head during a 
February 6 bar brawl, Shayne added 
that he and his relatives are “in good 
spirits. Everybody’s talking about 
the bickering and fighting that’s 
going on between the family. At this 


time right now, we’re just ... a lot of 
emotions are going on.” 

Including greed. An insider 
claims that the mother-son duo had 
asked for thousands of dollars to do 
the interview. Other Browns also 
sought benefits. When a reporter 


approached Krissi’s cousin Jerod 
for a quote on her condition, he re- 
quested a hotel room and private car 
service before he would even get on 
the phone. (On February 13, Bobby’s 
lawyer released a statement asking 
media to “disregard” Jerod: “He is 
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unable to provide access to Bobbi 
Kristina or information on her 

condition We do not need this 

sideshow.”) And as Bobbi Kristina 
— the only child of Bobby, 46, and 
the late Whitney Houston — fights 
desperately for her life, her loved 
ones are fighting for cash, claims 
a source. With doctors making it 
clear that Bobbi Kristina’s chances 
of survival are slim (“It’s dire,” says 
one source), her relatives are already 
jockeying for a piece of the multi- 
million-dollar fortune she inherited 
from her superstar mom. If Bohhi 
Kristina dies, Whitney’s estate — 
which outlets, including Forbes, 
have placed at upwards of $20 mil- 
lion — will go to her grandmother 
Cissy Houston, 81, and Whitney’s 
brothers Michael, 53, and Gary, 57. 
But an insider says Bobby may try to 
walk away with some riches: “He’s 
determined to figure out the legal 
issues with the money.” 

Meanwhile, Bobbi Kristina’s 
troubled life is being laid bare. In 
the two-plus weeks since the famous 
daughter of two former drug addicts 
was placed in a medically induced 
coma — and police began investi- 
gating the incident — her hidden 
struggles have become headline 
news. Ranging from the concerning 
(she crashed a friend’s Jeep Liberty 
into another car four days before her

The six-time 
Grammy winner reportedly left 
her then-18-year-old daughter 
millions. But she could not cash in 
immediately. Instead, the docu- 
ments laid out a timeline: She would 
receive a portion when she turned 
21, another sum at 25 and the rest 
at age 30. She also got the use of 
Whitney’s $1.2 million Atlanta-area 
townhome. (A Houston source says 
the terms of the will have changed.) 
In charge of doling out the funds: 
Whitney’s sister-in-law Pat, 54, a 
cotrustee of Whitney’s will and the 
same woman she entrusted with a 
preteen Bobbi Kristina for two years 
in the wake of her messy split from 
an allegedly abusive Bobby. Pat and 
Whitney’s brother Gary “took care

explained to Oprah Winfrey in 
2009. 

If Bobbi Kristina does not recover, 
the money she received on her 
birthday last March would go to her 
next of kin — her father. “She has 
no children and Bobby Brown is her 
only living parent,” Atlanta-based 
estate and trust attorney Kasey Libby 
says of the “My Prerogative” singer, 
worth a reported $2 million himself. 
If Krissi has not drafted her own 
will, adds the lawyer, “Bobby should 
inherit the entirety of her money.” (A 
Houston source counters that “Bobby 
isn’t entitled to anything.”) And an 
insider says the bad boy R&B singer 
is determined to stake his claim. 

As he prays at his little girl’s bedside, 
says a source, “he’s fighting with 
the Houstons about the money.” At 
issue for the Houstons, says another 
source, is that the man some rela- 
tives blame for allowing Whitney to 
slide deeper into her drug addiction 
could walk away with her hard- 
earned money. “The family doesn’t 
want to see Bobby benefit,” explains 
the source. “As the situation gets 
more grave, I think people are 
feeling the pressure. Money is a big 
point of contention.” 

It tops a laundry list of family 
feuds. An insider says the Browns 
and the Houstons are also battling 
over Krissi’s medical care. While 


the insider says Pat is considering 
heeding doctors’ advice and letting 
go of Krissi, Bobby’s not ready. “Bobbi 
Kristina hasn’t faced any system 
failures, so he thinks she could come 
back with a miracle,” says a Brown 
source. “As her father, he is the one 
with the power to take her off life 
support.” After years of strain — a 
source says the duo were barely 
speaking — the father of five isn’t 
prepared to make that call, says the 
source: “Their last interaction is not 
the last one he wants to have with his 
daughter.” Unable to see eye to eye, 
says the source, “Pat and Bobby got 
into a fight. They hate each other.” 

I ROCKY RELATIONSHIP

Bobbi Kristina's family has 
been dueling for decades 


February 3, he revealed Bobbi 
Kristinas so-called marriage to 
Nick Gordon (in January 2014 they 
announced on Twitter that they were 
“#HappilyMarried”) was a charade. 
“Bobbi Kristina is not and has never 
been married to Nick Gordon,” Bob- 
by’s attorney told Us. Translation: He 
has no legal right to her money. 

It was the first of many bombshells 
about the 25-year-old — raised by 
Whitney as Krissi’s brother from the 
age of 12. Days after the incident, a 
March 2014 story resurfaced about 
Bobbi Kristina’s Aunt Pat petition- 
ing for a temporary protective order 
against Gordon. In the documents. 


Pat claimed Gordon had “made 
threatening comments and posted 
photos of guns with the intention 
of making petitioner fearful for her 
personal safety.” The reason, once 
again, may have been money. A 
March 2014 police report detailed 
that Gordon and Bobbi Kristina 
were “not pleased” that Pat had 
control of her trust and the couple 
wanted her “monthly allowance 
increased.” But Pat, who has said the 
duo’s relationship “didn’t sit right 
with me,” had reason to hold tight 
to the purse strings. “With all that 
money, she was afraid Nick would 
try to take advantage of Bobbi 
Kristina,” explains a source. “She’s 
worried he’s a bad influence.” 

She was right to be concerned. 
Spurred in part by unexplained inju- 
ries on Krissi’s body, police launched 
a criminal investigation into how 
Bobhi Kristina was deprived of 


oxygen for an unknown amount of 
time. The focus of their search, ac- 
cording to a February 7 CNN report, 
was Gordon. On February 10, a po- 
tentially damning clue came to light 
when police released audio from a 
January 23 911 call. In the recording, 
a man who identified himself as Rick 
Gilbert from Ellard Security says a 
neighbor saw people “hitting each 
other” in front of the home Bohbi 
Kristina and Gordon shared (Ellard 
did not confirm if it was Bobbi Kris- 
tina or Gordon). 

Sources admit the duo did not 
have the hest relationship. “Nick 
used to he a little hotheaded around 
her,” says a Bobbi Kristina pal. A 
Brown family source takes a harder 
tack: “He was not good for her. 
Bobbi Kristina led a dark life.” 

Still, a lawyer for Gordon insists 
he only ever tried to make it better. 
“He remains in constant prayer for

All hail Kevin Spacey as an increasingly powerful — and volatile — politico 


It's another devilishly bingeworthy run. 
As season 3 of the biting Washington, 
D.C., drama opens, sociopath Frank 
Underwood (Kevin Spacey), a former 
U.S. senator, is now the president. 
(Refresher: Having already commit- 
ted murder to remain in power, the 
South Carolinian orchestrated the 
previous POTUS' scandal-fueled 
resignation.) Fascinatingly, Frank isn't 
licking his chops. With poll numbers 
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plummeting, he snarls like a dictator 
at his own team for not pushing his 
"legacy"-building legislation. Spacey is 
so ferocious, viewers will literally wring 
their hands out of concern for Frank's 
foes.
